BOY BEGGED TO DIE

A little boy who has wished for 
death to spare him from the excru¬ 
ciating pain of eczema has seen 
donations for specialist treatment 
rocket as his father prepares for a 
900-mile bike ride with friends. 

Five-year-old Morgan Bishop, of 
Watermead in Tadworth, suffers 
from a type of eczema so severe he 
can barely move without the skin 
around his face, arms or legs 
cracking. 

After a long search for treat¬ 
ments which could end the night¬ 
mare for both him and his parents 
Paul, 43, and Dana, 36, hope 
has come in the form of a 


hydrotherapy centre in France. 

In order to raise the money to 
fund a three-week course of treat¬ 
ment, Mr Bishop and friends are 
saddling up for the epic 900-mile 
ride. 

The four men - personal trainer 
Mr Bishop along with Paul Brown, 
Neil Whitton, and John Cham¬ 
mings - will set off on September 
11 from the Vale Primary School, 
in Epsom, which Morgan attends 
and head for Nice, on the south 
coast of France. 

The story of their efforts was 
carried by national newspapers in¬ 
cluding the Daily Mail and the re¬ 
sulting explosion of interest and 
donations has, in Mr Bishop’s case 
alone, seen the total rocket up to 
£42,500. The target was originally 
set at £4,000. 


Astonishingly Morgan’s plight 
even appears to have melted the 
notoriously hardened hearts of 
the criminal world, as Mr Bishop 
revealed £1,350 of the money 
pledged had come from stolen 
credit cards, according to police. 

He said: “Apparently six cards in 
total were used and naturally this 
money will be paid back. It’s awful 
that someone has done that, but 
also amazing that they wanted to 
help so much they were willing to 
break the law.” 

Morgan is due to have the first of 
an initial three, three-week ses¬ 
sions, at the French spa on Satur¬ 
day, August 8, and each visit will 
cost £4,000. 

Mrs Bishop has been over¬ 
whelmed by the support for her 
husband’s challenge, not to 


mention the messages of hope 
from around the world. 

She said: “After the article ap¬ 
peared, Paul’s total went from 
£4,000 to £20,000 practically 
overnight. The story was even 
shared 240,000 times on the Chi¬ 
nese version of Twitter! 

“I get emails all the time from 
people in every country you can 
think of recommending treat¬ 
ments and offering words of hope. 
The boost they have given us is be¬ 
yond words.” 

Mr Brown, of Tattenham Cor¬ 
ner, said: “When I think of the task 
before us it is daunting, but think¬ 
ing of Morgan and what he is 
going through only strengthens 
my resolve.”

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Company fined for not having waste permit 


A company operating an ille¬ 
gal waste plant without an en¬ 
vironmental permit has been 
slapped with a £19,000 fine. 

David Feely, director of 
Feely Skip & Grab Hire Ltd, 
was renting land in Worcester 
Park for parking and storage, 
but instead the land was 
being used as a small waste 
transfer station to deal with 
construction and demolition 
waste. 

Guildford Crown Court 


heard on Monday the site, at 
the Old Mill, Old Malden 
Lane, was being used to store 
4,000 tonnes of construction 
demolition waste, and at least 
17 skips of builders waste in¬ 
cluding plastic piping, carpet 
off cuts, wooden panels, 
paper and cardboard. 

During an interview with 
Environment Agency officers 
Mr Feely admitted he intend¬ 
ed to clear the site quicker 
but the waste had got out of 


hand. Mr Feely pleaded not 
guilty and his offence was left 
on the file in view of the 
guilty plea by his company. 

Judge Christopher 

Critchlow fined the company 
£10,000, ordered it to pay 
£9,000 towards the prosecu¬ 
tions costs, and imposed a 
victim surcharge of £120. 

Alan Cansdale, Environ¬ 
ment Agency environment 
manager, said: "The court 
heard today how waste crime 


can undermine legitimate 
businesses. The company 
took in waste inappropriately, 
and the site posed a risk to the 
local environment. 

“Mr Feely was warned by 
his landlord on two previous 
occasions that he was break¬ 
ing the law. 

“In cases like this, where in¬ 
dividuals or businesses oper¬ 
ate illegally, the Environment 
Agency has no hesitation in 
prosecuting.” 


Broken bones for man as 
‘10 thugs jumped on me’

A man alleged a gang of 
young thugs beat him to the 
ground, bit and kicked him 
and broke his nose and 
cheekbone in front his part¬ 
ner’s young son. 

Barry Trout, 28, from 
Ashtead, said he was at¬ 
tacked after playing football 
with Alfie, 10, at the skate 
park behind the youth cen¬ 
tre in Barnett Wood Lane, 
Ashstead, at about 5pm last 
Monday. 

While playing football Mr 
Trout said Alfie asked about 
the smell of cannabis smoke 
coming from a large group 
of youths hanging around. 

He said there were up to 30 
of them, aged about 16 to 21 
years old. 

He said: “I went up to them 
and said ‘Please have some 
respect, there are children 
about and you’re smoking 
drugs’. The next thing you 
know, about 10 of them 
jumped on me.” 

Mr Trout said he was 
knocked down, repeatedly 
hit all over and kicked in the 
face. He was left with a bite

mark on his back, fractured 
eye socket, bruises and a 
broken nose and cheekbone. 

He said: “It all happened so 
quickly and there were so 
many of them it was all a bit 
of a blur. 

“It couldn’t have been nice 
for Alfie, he was upset to see 
me get hurt. 

“ It’s not nice for a boy to 
see that.” 

Mr Trout has decided to 
speak out to help bring his 
attackers to justice and to 
stop 
what 
he calls 


persistent antisocial 

behaviour in the park. 

He said: “I think it is 
disgusting behaviour. It’s 
something that been bug¬ 
ging me for quite a long 
time. 

“It’s a children’s play park, 
not a place for 
people to sit 
around and take 
drugs.” 

Police said a 17- 
year-old from 
Epsom was ar¬ 


rested in connection with 
the attack and has been re¬ 
leased on bail until Septem¬ 
ber. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“Surrey Police is appealing 
for information following an 
altercation between a large 
group of people at Ashtead 
Skate Park which resulted in 
a man suffering serious fa¬ 
cial injuries.” 

Police said the “alterca¬ 
tion” involving about 20 
people was reported at 
6.30pm.

Affordable housing falls 


The number of affordable 
homes built in Epsom and 
Ewell is falling due to chal¬ 
lenging changes in planning 
law introduced by the 
Government. 

In the last financial year, 
2014-15, only 58 affordable 
properties were built - the 
lowest number since 2010-11. 

In a document published 
ahead of a meeting of 
Epsom Council’s licensing 
and planning policy commit¬ 
tee earlier this month, it 
said: “In the long-term it is 
likely that the number of af¬ 
fordable units being deliv¬ 
ered on a yearly basis will 
remain lower than previous¬ 
ly anticipated.” 

The council said many fac¬ 
tors contributed to this - in¬ 
cluding the use of “viability 
appraisals” by developers to 
negotiate down the scale of 
affordable housing to be pro¬ 
vided in a new build, and a 
change in the threshold of a 
development which would 
require affordable housing 
to be provided - from a 


development of five proper¬ 
ties to 10. 

Epsom Council requires 35 
per cent of new develop¬ 
ments to include a quota of 
affordable housing. 

But developers have used 
viability assessments on a 
number of occasions in re¬ 
cent years, resulting in 
fewer affordable homes 
being provided. 

The borough has largely 
relied upon the closure of 
the former mental hospitals 
to meet its housing targets 
in the past few years. But big 
upcoming projects include 
Nescot, which is predicted to 
bring in 36 affordable 
homes, Shaftsbury House, 
45, Hollymoor Lane, 31, and 
the Lintons Centre, 34. 

Coun Dudley said he hopes 
the borough’s greenbelt - 
which comprises 42 per cent 
of it - will be preserved. 

The borough beat its target 
of seeing 181 homes built by 
12 units in the past year, but 
the amount was still lower 
than the year before.

Two of the area’s finest schools 
are set to merge to form a “multi 
academy trust” ahead of the new 
school year. 

The merger between Nonsuch 
High School for Girls and 
Wallington High School for Girls 
will come into effect on Septem¬ 
ber 1, following a consultation 
period with staff and parents. 

The grammar schools, based at 
opposite ends of the borough, 
will form the multi academy 
trust after Education Secretary 
Nicky Morgan gave the plan the 
green light. 

Trusts link two or more schools 
to share staffing resources, 
teaching practice and cut down 
on economic budgets by provid¬ 
ing centralised services. 

Both Nonsuch and Wallington 
were graded as being good with 
outstanding elements by Ofsted 
in their last inspections.

The two schools applied to 
become academies in 2010 and 
teach about 1,200 and 1,300 girls 
respectively. 

Both schools will have their 
own headteachers, who will work 
under Jane Burton, current 
headteacher at Wallington and 
previously a deputy headteacher 
at Nonsuch, who will take on the 
role of executive head. 

It is also expected that a newly- 
formed joint partnership group 
will have an equal number of 
members from each school on 


the new board of trustees that 
will work alongside Mrs Burton. 

After both schools agreed to the 
merger they informed Sutton 
Council on the decision. 

Sutton Council will continue to 
play no active role in the every¬ 
day running of the schools. 

Councillor Wendy Mathys, 
chairwoman of the children, 
family and education committee, 
said despite the council not being 
involved in the running of the 
two academies she felt it was a 
good move for both schools. 


Good Samaritan 
punched in jaw 

A violent blow from behind broke a 
man’s jaw as he went he went to help a 
teenager who was punched in the face.

“These were cowardly attacks and one 
was particularly violent on two young 
men and appears to have been quite 
unprovoked. 

“One of the men suffered significant 
injuries and both have been badly trau¬ 
matised and shaken by the ordeal. 

“We are working closely with neigh¬ 
bourhood officers and have increased 
high-visibility patrols in the area.”

Kevin Brewer might owe his life 
to his colleagues. 

The Chessington World of 
Adventures maintenance worker 
suffered a heart attack at the 
park in April and six team 
members leapt to his rescue with 
a defibrillator. 

He is now campaigning for 
shops and public spaces to get 
the device fitted to help others. 

Mr Brewer, 40, from Tadworth, 
said: “I was called to a room at 
the park’s Safari hotel to assist 
my manager on a plumbing job 
and as I entered the bathroom 
everything went blank. 

“I woke up in hospital one-and- 
a-half days later. 

“I’m very fit and health-con¬ 
scious. The doctors still haven’t 
found a reason for my cardiac 
arrest and I want to warn people 
that this could happen to 
anyone.” 

Robert Wright, the park’s hotel 
general manager, said: “Kevin’s 
manager raised the alarm 
straight away and within a cou¬ 
ple of minutes six first aiders 
responded to the call, and gave 
Kevin emergency CPR and three 
shocks from one of the theme

park’s defibrillators.” 

Mark Hosking, the first Lon¬ 
don Ambulance Service (LAS) 
paramedic to arrive said: 
“Undoubtedly, the actions of the 
first aid team at Chessington 
dramatically increased Kevin’s 
chances of survival.” 

Chances of surviving an out- 
of-hospital cardiac arrest can 
leap from 32 per cent to 80 per 
cent if people trained to use a 


defibrillator are able to do so. 

Mr Brewer was discharged 
from St George’s Hospital eight 
days after being taken ill. 

Chessington staff are now 
backing the LAS’s Shockingly 
Easy campaign to install defib¬ 
rillators in shops and public 
spaces. 

The service said it had in¬ 
stalled more than 1,000 around 
London to date.

Rich list reveals property hot spots 


The number of homeowners in 
Britain whose property is worth £lm 
or more - making them "property 
millionaires" - has exceeded half a 
million for the first time, according 
to the 2015 Zoopla Property Rich 
List. The number of property 
millionaires now stands at 524,306 - 
an increase of 8.3 per cent on last 
year's figure. 

The growth in house prices at the 
top end of the market has helped 
fuel the increase in the number of 
streets with average property values 
of £lm+. There are now 10,958 
streets in Britain with average prop¬ 
erty prices over £lm with 43 per 


cent located in London. Areas out¬ 
side the capital with the highest pro¬ 
portion of £lm+ streets are all in 
Surrey, with Guildford, Leatherhead 
and Richmond housing 158,154 and 
144 respectively. 

At the very top end of the market, 
the data shows there are now 13 
streets in Britain where the average 
house price is over £10 million - all 
of which are in London. Kensington 
Palace Gardens in W8 ranked as the 
country's most expensive street

£42,591,972 on average, over 
150 times the average national 
property value. 


While exclusive London boroughs 
boast most of Britain's priciest prop¬ 
erties, certain areas of Surrey and 
Buckinghamshire have also acquired 
a reputation for very high property 
values. 

Virginia Water and Cobham,

Fewer people are moving house in Epsom 


The dust has settled from the General 
Election thankfully, we can get on with 
a more normal property market, or that 
is what the London based ‘Fleet Street’ 
journalists would lead you to believe. 
I have been talking to other property 
professionals in Epsom (solicitors, 
conveyancers and one of the best 
sources of info - the chap who puts 
all the estate agent and letting boards 
up in Epsom and all of them, every 
last one of them told me they didn’t 
see any change over April in business, 
compared to any other month on 
the lead up to the Election itself. 

I am now of the opinion that maybe in the 
upmarket areas of Mayfair and Chelsea, 
the market went into spasm with the 
prospect of a Labour/SNP pact with 
their Mansion Tax for properties over 
£2,000,000, but in little old Epsom, there 
has only been four properties sold above 
£2,000,000 mark in the last 5 years. 

In a nutshell, the General Election in 
Epsom didn’t really have any impact on 
people’s confidence to buy property. As 
I write this article, of 625 properties that 
have come on to the market in Epsom 
since the 2nd of April, 281 of them have 


a buyer and are sold subject to contract, 
that’s over four in ten (44.96% to be 
precise). 

I think that things are starting to change 
in the way people in Epsom (in fact the 
whole of the country as I talk to other 
agents around the UK) buy and sell 
property. Back in the 1970’s, 80’s and 
90’s, the norm was to buy a terraced 
house as soon as you left home and do 
it up. Meanwhile, property prices had 
gone up, so you traded up to a 2 bed 
semi, then a 3 bed semi and repeated 
the process, until you found yourself in a 
large 4 bed detached house with a large 
mortgage. 

Looking into this a little deeper like I have 
referred to in previous articles, Epsom 
people’s attitude to homeownership itself 
has changed over the last ten years. The 
pressure for youngsters to buy when 
young has gone as renting, not buying, is 
considered the norm for 20 something’s. 
This isn’t just an Epsom thing, but, a 
national thing, as I have noticed that 
people buy property by trading up 
(or down) because they need to, not 
because ‘it’s what people do’. This does 
mean there are a lot less properties on 


the market compared to the last decade. 

A by-product of less people moving is less 
people selling their property. My research 
shows there are a lot fewer properties 
each month selling in Epsom compared 
to the last decade. For example, in 
February 2015, only 49 properties were 
sold in Epsom. Compare this to February 
2002, and 72 properties sold and the 
same month in 2004, 102 properties. I 
repeated the exercise on different sets 
of years, (comparing the same month 
to allow for seasonal variations) and the 
results were identical if not greater. So 
what does this all mean? Demand for 
Epsom property isn’t flying away, but 
with fewer properties for sale, it means 
property prices are proving reasonably 
stable too. Stable, consistent and steady 
growth of property values in Epsom, year 
on year, without the massive peaks and 
troughs we saw in the late 1980’s and 
mid/late2000’s might just be the thing 
that the Epsom property market needs 
in the long term. For more advice and 
opinion on the Epsom Property Market, 
visit the Epsom Property Blog at www.

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What's new? Mercedes has 
realigned its naming structure to 
something more straightforward. If 
it starts with 'GL' then it's an SUV, 
while the suffix (C, E or S, mirroring 
the saloon range) defines the size. 

With this shift comes a new GLE 
that's actually half the old ML, with 
the chassis, parts of the bodywork 
and the suspension carried over. 
But a new interior and lower emis¬ 
sions, plus a plug-in hybrid option, 
add new dimensions to consider. 
Looks and image: Avoid pale 
colours and you can't lose. There's 
a slight awkwardness to the 
upper-rear bodywork between the 
C- and D-pillars that's hidden by 
dark blue, for example, and that's 
always a classy choice anyway. The 
GLE looks bulky without being 
flabby, muscular without the 
'roid rage and classy without 
being boring. 

As for image, a new naming 
structure takes time to settle into 


consumer consciousness but the 
GLE is one of the less in-your-face 
SUVs you could buy, though that 
means some of the standard wheel 
designs are a bit dull. 

Space and practicality: With five 
seats in place there's a whopping 
690 litres of boot to play with, 
which rises to more than 2,000 
litres with the 60:40 split bench 
seat folded. There's a mountain of 
legroom for rear passengers, too. 

What's of much greater import is 
the sense of size on the road, 



which some people will actively 
want and others just won't get on 
with. A test drive will tell you which 
category you're signed up to. 
Behind the wheel: The entry-level 
four-cylinder 250d model is actual¬ 
ly much better than you'd imagine, 
hauling the 2,075kg body along 
with little less real-world grunt 
than the 350d and its diesel V6. It's 
not the quietest by a long shot, 
and its stop-start action is coarser 


than the 350d's, but the 250d is a 
much cheaper option. 

Body control is good through 
corners, but without the high-spec 
adaptive air suspension there's a 
noticeable jiggle to the ride quality 
that, in the UK, might be a bit sub- 
par. If you can bring yourself to lift 
off the throttle (very) early when 
slowing for hazards, and to use 
momentum control to help smooth 
out short inclines, this GLE can ac¬ 


tually record decent fuel economy. 
The nine-speed automatic gearbox 
is standard and shifts seamlessly 
and instantly, but can hunt around 
for the correct ratio too often. 
Value for money: The GLE has a 
lovely sense of solidity that makes 
you feel you're getting a quality 
product. That goes a long way to 
justifying the price, but at the 
same time the options list is long 
and tempting.
